In the Achinsk district of Siberia,

wall rock of the vein appeared to be 
full of little crystals of Iron'sulphide, 
and on closer inspection articles, of 
gold were visible.

quartz of the vein wns rather extra- 
ordinary, and In some measure pre- 
pared us for. the appearance of the 
quartz In thd face of tbe drift. Here, 
by candle light, on the face of quartz 
eight feet In width, appeared wire- 
like strings and masses of native 
gold, extending in lines more or less 
parallel to the walls 'from top 
to 


bottom of the drift, which was about 
six feet high. 
In no less than six 


openings on this vein, all following 
It from fifty to-two hundred feet into 
the mountain side, we were shown 
these marvelous exhibitions of 
free 


gild. 
-Blasts of powder were put In 


wherever 
we directed. 
Specimens 


were taken from the. fresh 
face, 


beaten up In mortars 
and panned. 


In every case gold was found, often 
at the rate of hundreds 
of dollars 


to the' ton,, and a subsequent exam 
Inatlon of the veil along a course 
of seven hundred feet showed the 
free gold already found in the tun- 
nels. 
By an exhibition of his gov- 


ernment record books, kept by order 
of tha mining department to accom- 
pany the consignments of gold turn- 
ed' In to the agents of lue St. Peters- 
brg;- mint, the owner proved to us 
that, he had In four months' 
time 


taken over $50,000 from this vein, 
crushing only eighteen tons of ore 
a day. 
That the deposit descr'l,- 


above Is not of an exceptional char- 
acter in Siberia could be'proven by 
the citation of numerous examples.—

The w.estern world hears very'Ilttle 


of the distant and somewhat secret 
court of the mikado. Yet it is inter- 
esting in more than one respect, for 
the poetical charm of its traditions Is 
giving place gradually before the ad-, 
vent of the spirit of the times. The 
Mikado Mutsuhlto Is regarded as one 
of the cleverest and at the same time 
most modest rulers recorded In Jap- 
anese history. When he overthrew the 
"Shogun" in 1868 and restored hia own 
dynasty he won at once the admira- 
tion and sympathy of .his people by 
abolishing, a despotic form of govern- 
ment in favor of a milder form. In 
his own country be Is known as " 
tell," but he la generally'referred to 
abroad as the "mikado," or "the hon- 
orable gate." '

The mikado 'Is of comparatively 


large stature, and hli very 'majestic 
bearing is" Increased by the general's 
uniform which..he usually; wears.. In 
his dally walks he never passes beyond 
the limits of the imperial-gardens, ex- 
cept on the occasion, of the" opening of 
parliament and at rare Intervals for 
the purpose of attending military and 
civic festivals. Unlike hls'predessors 
the mikado is very frequently to be 
seen driving In his carriage, and when| 
he passes through the streets the Jap- 
anese are no longer compelled, as was 
the ease in former days, either to Ala- 
appear from the line of route or.to1 
turn their -backs toward their ruler.: 
It Is curious to learn that this attitude 
betokened a fora of the highest res- 
pect. Nowadays the people learn that 
the mikado is approaching only from 
the ahouta of the police: "The mikado;: 
beware!"
